HE motives that induced me to engage in a work of this nature were the too 
frequent complaints of the bad performance of Pſalmody in our pariſh-churches, 
i GERT too juſtly founded, and obvious to every one who attends divine ſervice; | 
to remedy which it has been my endeavour, in the church I have the honour to ſerve 
- and with the children over which I preſide, to introduce ſuch rules and enforce ſuch 
inſtructions as have been found to anſwer the end propoſed. But, as that is a very 
ſmall reform conſidering the largeneſs of the metropolis, and wiſhing, as far as in me 
lies, to be uſeful to the public, I come forward, under your protection, to lay down 
thoſe rules that I have, from time to time, put in practice, not doubting but, if at- 
tended to, that Pſalmody will become as pleaſing as it has hitherto been diſpleaſing. 
I am aware that an undertaking of this kind may draw on me the cenſure of ſome ; Z 


bur, as my motives are pure and my intentions · void of offence to any one, I truſt to 


the candour of a generous public, not doubting but they will give me 8 indul- 
- gence for any little errors that may be found in this work.

I will now proceed to rk my obſervations 1 to lay down the rules propoſed. 
I. Let a ſkilful finging-maſter be employed by every ward or charity ſchool to at- 
tend the children at leaſt once in a week, and the nearer Sunday the better: If a ſalary 
could be ſettled on the teacher, to make it worth his while to give his attendanee twice 
in the week, the ſucceſs would be greater. This being acompliſhed, . 4 10

To which I will 
anſwer, Make up the pſalms for the firſt and ſecond Sunday in the month, and give 2 
them to the organiſt, who will then have it in his power to appoint the ſecond as well 


ns the firſt, and, on the ſecond Sunday, give him the third, and ſo on; having always 


the next Sunday in advance, they will be enabled to ſend i in the ſucceeding * 
and thereby enable the ſinging · maſter to inſtruct the children therein. 

This being done on the part of the clerks, it will be the duty of the laing Weges

Care muſt be taken not to ſuffer the children, when in cherelſe, to Ri their voi- 
ces too loud; but to keep them under, not to be predominant ; likewiſe to pronounce.

The ſinging· maſter having chus far performed his duty, it i be neceſſary. t to N 
to the organiſt of the church, requeſting him now and then to attend half an hour be- 
fore ſervice begins on a Sunday morning to give the children (whoſe duty i it will be 
to attend early) a rehearſal of the pſalms appointed for the day. Having proceeded. 
thus far, I will preſume to ſay, the reform I have made has met the ſanction of the 
Rev. Mr. Gibſon, Rector of St. Magnus, London- Bridge; a ſanction ſo Rattering, | 
that it prompts. me to take the liberty to point out in what manner I have conducted 
myſelf in order to bring the children under my care to a degree of perfection in finging 
pſalms, which, if attended to, I flatter myſelf that cannot fail of producing the good 
effect which is ſo much wiſhed for; and, as a farther proof of the neceſſity of this work, 
I will refer you to a moſt excellent publication on parochial muſic by the Rev. Dr. 
Vincent, who, 1 will take the liberty to ſay, has done me the honour to approve my
